' I certainly hope that in your review, 


you re not going to start out by saying, 
We ve got a lot of misfits here Now 
let's get some justification," said Ken 
nedy who chaired the joint hearing of 
the Senate health and administrative 
practice and procedure subcommittees 


Kennedy was visibly angered by 


Schmidt's remark that when he read 
the testimony of a veteran drug officer 
who had been transferred, he thought 
"It really makes me wonder about that 
individual ' 


Dr John O Nestor had told the sena 


tors that he had experienced "nothing 
but harassment" since he aided the 
Justice Department in prosecuting a 
drug firm in the 1960s for withholding 
and falsifying information 
Since his 


transfer within the agency two years 
ago Nestor said he hasn't done any 
work to earn his $36 000 a year salary

Lockheed wins 
missile contract 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nav\ 


awarded a $1 3 billion contract Friday 
to Lockheed Missiles and Space Co to 
start production of a new 4 500 mile 
range Trident missile to be fired from 
U S submarines 


The contract also sets in motion ad 


vanced development of a new maneu 
verable warhead for the Trident mis 
sile designed to help the missile evade 
any defenses 


The new missiles would be the first 


generation of new missiles to be in 
stalled in a fleet of 10 huge Trident sub 
marines Each submarine will carrv 24 
such missiles when they start going to 
sea in the late 1970s 


The Navy has said that the new mis 


siles also could be installed in a cur 
rent generation of smaller Poseidon 
submarines The Navy intends to main 
tain a fleet of 31 Poseidon subs with 16 
missiles each 


Like the present Poseidon weapons 


the new Trident w i l l be armed with 


multiple independently targetable war 
heads (MIRVs) 
Bui the Trident mis 


siles will be bigger carry more MIRVs 
and w i l l have a striking range more 
than 
1 000 miles deeper than 
the 


present Poseidon weapons 


Later, the Navy expects to develop an 


advance 6,500 mile range version of the 
Trident weapon 


Such technological advances are per 


mitted under 
the current strategic 


arms limitations agreement 
with the 


Soviet Union 


The Soviet Union already is deploy 


ing new Delta class missile firing sub

estimated cost for the projects would 
be paid for out of special assessments 
against property owners along the new 
streets The rest of the money can come 
from tax revenues or bond issues 


The major reason for the high esti- 


mated cost for the street projects now 
called for is the increase in the number 
of street projects 
But City Engineer 


Thomas Harp said an inflation factor of 
10 per cent is also adding to the $1 5 
million projected figure for 1975 


Public works officials were pleased 


with the results of the hearings earlier 
this week About 30 showed up, and no

Trevino has won five major golf championships. He has had Nicklaus to 


beat in all but one. Nicklaus was third in that other one. You get the feeling 
Jack would rather find a duck hook - or a live rattlesnake - in his bag than 
have Lee Trevino hitting behind him. 


It all began at Oak Hill in Rochester in 1968. Trevino, with a six-shot lead 


on the last day, was playing in the twosome behind Nicklaus Opinion was 
the untried Mexican-American player, only two years on the tour, would suc- 
cumb to "Open pressure" and stagger home with an 80 or thereabouts 


Nicklaus, fairly purring with confidence, was shooting an impeccable 


round. It was to be a 67 but it could have been a 61. Nicklaus missed more 
five-foot putts for birdies on that round than he ever had before And Lee 
Trevino was usually standing on a hill behind him watching it 


There was no pressure. With Nicklaus missing birdie putt after birdie 


putt, all Trevino had to do was two-putt each green to win. And Trevino could 
two-putt Rhode Island. 


Golf is a game of contradictions. You hit it left to make it go right hit it 


right to make it go left, hit down to make it go up. And so on. 


But you cannot make a bail go in any direction if you are plagued with the 


smallest self-doubt. If you flinch at a shot, if the fleetingest thought like "I 
wonder what Trevmo's doing?" crosses your mind, you are in the clutches of 
golf s gremlins. You cannot hit a good golf shot looking over both shoulders 
at once. 


Nicklaus must now feel like a guy on the lam - every time he looks out the 


window, there's this detective (Trevino) standing under a street light and 
looking up at him.

Nicklaus may be the best player 
in the world but, to Trevino, he looks more like something with feathers on it 
sitting on the shoulders of statues.

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Appleton welfare costs up 25% in past year

Inflation has reared its ugly head at the Appleton welfare department, forcing 


costs there up about 25 per cent over last year. 


Higher costs for food, shelter and medical care and an increased caseload — 


much of it made up of persons between 18 and 21 who are now eligible for local 
relief under the lower age of majority — forced Welfare Director Merton Ehricke 
to ask the finance committee for another $20,000 for his 1974 budget Thursday. 


The committee, agreeing with Ehricke when he said "there's no way we can 


control these things," recommended transfer of the money from the city's sorely 
depleted contingency fund. 


"Hopefully, I won't be back," said the welfare director. Originally, he had 


asked for a $30,000 appropriation, but a closer look at the figure convinced him 
that he could get by with $20,000. 


The welfare department had its budget trimmed by $20,000 last December, in 


recognition of the more than 25 per cent decline in general relief costs in 1973. 
But at that time, Ehricke warned that a faltering economy could force him to 
come back for more.

Last year, his department spent $ IP,028 for general relief and administrative 


expenses. If the department can make it through the rest of the year with its 
budget plus $20,000, it will have spent $140,260 


"All 
I'm asking is for you to restore my original request for !974," said the 


welfare director, noting that $10,000 was chopped from his original budget by tin- 
mayor and another $10,000 was trimmed by the council during deliberations of 
the mayor's executive budget.

A complete engineering study must

Services were in German u n t i l 192.3, 


when English was introduced on the 
evening of the last Sunday ol each 
month. The total change came only in 
1947. 


The school house, dedicated in 1894, 


was sold when the new church went up. 
A parsonage was built in 1901 at a cost 
of$1,300. 


When the 50th anniversary rolled 


around, the congregation had 210 mem- 
bers A Men's League was formed in 
1932 
It later became the 
National 


Brotherhood Society. 


In 1936, the Rev Julius Rosenau, the 


present pastor, accepted a call to Peace 
to begin his first term with the congre- 
gation. He returned in 1971, when he 
was called out of retirement. 


It was under his tenure that the name 


of the church was changed to Peace 
Evangelical 
and 
Reformed Church, 


which was changed again 
to the 


present name in 1959. 


Other highlights of the years that fol- 


lowed included physical improvements 
to the plant, the purchase of a new or- 
gan and the formation of two choirs 


The church was remodeled in 1944. A 


new altar was installed, a pulpit and 
choir loft were added and the entrance 
was chaned. A chime system in the bell 
tower was installed. 


At the 75th anniversary, the member- 


ship had grown to 236. It voted to remo- 
del once more in 1952 at a cost of 
$26,000. 


The improvement program 
never 


seemed to stop. With a donation by 
Donald Duchow, a parking lot was 
built; volunteers painted the church 
and parsonage and installed sidewalks. 


A few years ago, the building and fi- 


nance committee voted another $23,000 
toward remodeling. A total of $14,000 
was raised on July 24, 1973, to kick off 
of the project. 


Estimated cost of the 55- by 52-foot 


addition was $85,000. It included space 
for 10 Sunday School classrooms, a pas- 
tor's sutdy. large narthex, additional 
seating rapacity and entrance on 
ground level. 


New furniture and carpeting have 


been installed and all is ready for the 
centennial observance.

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Ever hear of goldenseal? 


The kids raising fields or flower pots of marijuana can 


start on another crop destined to confuse the authorities. 
Do many people know what goldenseal looks like? 


Goldenseal, which grows wild and rather profusely in the 


northeastern United States (including Wisconsin), appar- 
ently has an unusual value. When taken as a powder, one of 
its principle constituents, herberine, apparently masks the 
presence of heroin if that is also taken by the subject. 


The weed and its use are coming into prominence, par- 


ticularly on the west coast. Former heroin addicts under 
certain conditions of probation are given urine tests to find 
out whether they are still on the drug. If they are using her- 
oin, rather than going along with the methadone treat- 
ment, they may be turned back to law enforcement officials 
to face criminal charges. If the tests indicate they are 
clean, they stay free. "I can shoot heroin, take this herb at 
night and give a urine sample at the treatment center the 
next morning and never get caught," one such addict is 
quoted as explaining. 


At San Diego's House of Nutrition, a natural food store, 


clerks said they thought goldenseal was just an invigorat- 
ing health tonic until one buyer said he needed it for his 
"problem—you know, drugs," Dr. David Moskowitz, of 
New York City's Addiction Services Agency, said "I have 
never heard of goldenseal 
until now. This is incredible 


news and very disturbing to anyone connected with narcot- 
ics programs. If this substance works, it means our efforts 
could be set back years." 


Goldenseal is more than just a coverup for heroin. Ac- 


cording to Joseph House, special agent in charge of the Cal- 
ifornia Office of Narcotics Enforcement, 
"it causes con- 


stricting of the circulatory system and large does also 
attack mucous surfaces and internal tissues." It may cause 
fatal convulsions. So heroin addicts who aren't knocked off 
by their habit may end up as victims of the cover-up itself. 


Male-female pay gap narrows 


There have been conflicting opinions about the value of 


"affirmative action" in increasing the percentage of 
women and minorities among university faculties. But the 
pay rates for women at least have improved. 


Data gathered by the American Council on Education 


shows that in 1969 the average male salary was $9,620 while 
the average salary for women was $8,580. In 1973 men's sal- 
aries had gone up to $14,379 while women's salaries had 
jumped to $14,027 so that the difference between the male 
and female remuneration decreased by 9.5 per cent. 


However, Michael Faia, associate professor of sociology 


at the College of William and Mary and who has been ana- 
lyzing the findings, warns that they are not easy to inter- 
pret. There is a remarkable decrease in salary discrimina- 
tion, he says, but factors like rank which influence salaries 
are themselves apparently open to discrimination. And ma- 
jor factors are marriage and children and here women 
come out much worse. "A male faculty member who mar- 
ries receives a salary increment of $446 annually as com- 
pared to unmarried males with the same qualifications. 
The female faculty member who is married receives a sal- 
ary increment of $45, compared to unmarried females. 
Among males, having at least one child is worth $69 per 
year; for females, having children reduces one's salarv HV 
$545 per year." 


This apparently stems from the same kind of thinking 


that requires unmarried heads of households to pay a 
higher percentage of income tax than married Americans- 
no sense at all. But Faia points out that "reward differ- 
ences do not always favor males because female faculty- 
members appear to be more highly rewarded than males 
for publishing books and articles." 


And that doesn't really make sense either. 


Private schools stabilize 


A major development in the enormous educational effort 


of the people of Wisconsin in recent years has been the evi- 
dent stabilization of private elementary 
and secondary 


school enrollments. When school statisticians refer to "pri- 
vate" schools, or "non-public" schools, they assume a gen- 
eral awareness that the majority of such enrollments are in 
church-related schools. 


During the last ten years the decline m parochial school 


enrollments in the state as a whole has been severe. The 
decline was from nearly 27,3,000 to 176,000, according to the 
latest report of the state Department of Public Instruction, 
or about one third. Without the transfer of the thousands of 
one-time parochial school pupils to the public schools dur- 
ing the last decade, the sag in the public school pupil total 
.that is now widely noted would have become apparent 
some years earlier. 


Qualified authorities believe that the 15 per cent share of 


the school enrollment now served by the non-public schools 
will continue and that the transfer tendency has ended. It is 
possible to conclude also that the remaining private schools 
will have less financial difficulty as a consequence. The 
outlook is fortunate, from the point of view of the support- 
ers of alternative educational services, for several reasons. 


Reasonable men and women whatever their preference 


between public and private educational programs will ac- 
knowledge that an alternative to publicly supported educa- 
tion is a legitimate enterprise, if only to provide a yard- 
stick to measure the performance of both. Moreover, the 
trimming of the private school enrollment with the result- 
ing reduction of costs to its supporters comes at a time 
when there is no reason to suppose that I he state legislature 
will ever be able to devise a formula for state assistance 
that can attract a majority vote for its enactment. 


The 15 per cent current share of total elementary and 


secondary school enrollment in Wisconsin served by the 
non-public schools remains comparatively high among the 
states of the country. Those who do not contribute to the 
private schools may reflect that without them their school 
taxes, now the heaviest levied for any purpose in the state, 
would be correspondingly higher.

MADISON - Had all the histories of Wiscon- 


sin planned or begun by ambitious academi- 
cians and others been written and published, 
they would constitute a long shelf of dull read- 
ing. 


But few of them are actually written and 


published, which may relate to the economics 
of publishing for a provincial market. Of the 
standard volumes, most journalists and teach- 
ers will probably regard the books of William 
F Raney, who taught at Lawrence College in 
Appleton, and H. Russell Austin, a Milwaukee 
writer, as the most useful and reliable in judg- 
ment and style. 


That section of the Wisconsin community 


that has a serious interest in the evolution of 
this state is awaiting with considerable interest 
the multi-volume history commissioned by the 
State Historical Society of Wisconsin that will 
appear during the next few years. The first vo- 
lume narrative extends to the attainment of 
statehood, and the distinguished work of author 
Alice E. Smith establishes a high standard for 
her colleagues to emulate. 


The latest of the efforts to tell the story of 


Wisconsin in a single volume is the work of 
Prof. Robert C. Nesbit, a University of Wiscon- 
sin teacher of history. 


Sponsored by the State Historical Society, it 


was published by the University of Wisconsin 


Press, a combination that should be persuasive 
to prospective buyers. 


Nesbit acknowledges that he has 
mined 


deeply in the cavernous vaults in Madison 
where are filed and stored the papers and these 
of generations of students in a tradition that 
was established long before he joined l;.e fac- 
ulty. One teacher in my student days readily 
acknowledged 
that he made assignments for 


student papers with a careful eye on his own 
studies. 


The early chapters in "Wisconsin, A His- 


tory" show a comfortable narrative style and 
relate the early statehood period, the consti- 
tutional beginnings, and the gradual settle- 
ment of the rich variety of ethnic communities 
with care and understanding. But when Nesbit 
approaches the modern era he seems less com- 
fortable, perhaps because he is frequentK 
treading new ground. 


This reader, like most, tends to judge such 


works most critically when they reach the pe- 
riod of his own experience and observation. 
Thus, the real weakness in an otherwise well- 
conceived task is the treatment of the last three 
or four decades. Here Nesbit must rely on the 
observations of others, and risk the severe au- 
dit of his selection and interpretation by read- 
ers who remember. An example is the gener- 


ous space reserved for the l a t t e r day 
I.aFollettes and the v i r t u a l ignoring of their 
contemporaries. 


Academicians have always favored the La- 


Follettes, but most of them gave some notice to 
the adversaries Thus Nesbit spends generous 
space on the LaFollette story in the 1930s and 
1940s but dismisses Joe McCarthy with the re- 
mark that he has been fully treated elsewhere. 
The 1938 Coalition party that unhorsed Phil La- 
Follet"' :'= given a line, with authorship erro- 
neously credited. 


There are Nice Nellie evasions. A prominent 


lieutenant was ruined politically when he was 
convicted of drunken driving in a homicide, an 
incident that is described as a "personal trag- 
edy." 


Walter Kohler Jr , perhaps the most re- 


spected governor of the past 30 years, is men- 
tioned casually, twice. Walter S. Goodland is 
identified as an inheritor of the "progressive 
tradition" of the I.aFollettes. But Goodland, on 
the record, emerged from the anti-LaFollette 
coalition of the 1920s. 


Nesbit has produced a lively and readable 


book. More in sorrow than in anger, there is of- 
fered the suggestion that he leaned too heavily 
on student papers and other "ephemera," to 
use his word.

Heroin addiction 
may be declining

The Narcotics Treatment Adminis- 


tration, which has been trying to cope 
with drug addiction in the District of 
Columbia, has made a startling discov- 
ery. Heroin addiction seems to be going 
into a sharp decline. 


Robert L. DuPont who worked as a 


psychiatrist directing the NTA pro- 
gram for several years, said the orga- 
nization had dealt with 3,100 new users 
of heroin in 1969, but that the number 
had plummeted to fewer than 100 bv 
1973. 


At first NTA staffers thought that 


new users of the drug had stopped com- 
ing to the center. But a further study 
indicated that there had been a marked 
decline in the number of persons turn- 
iiie to the drug, said DuPont in an ar- 
ticie . :h» June-July issue of NATU- 
RAL HISTORY Magazine. 


There appear to be several reasons 


for this drop 


— The offer of treatment which gives 


heroin users a chance to rebuild their 
shattered lives. 


— Growing n . i l i z a t m n of voung 


people that many of 'heir close friends 
are either "strung out. .n jail or dead 
from an overdose. 


— Successful law enforcement efforts 


to diminish the supply which have 
driven the street price of heroin in the 
nation's capital from $1 a milligram to 
more than $5. 


In recent years, public concern has 


focused on heroin addiction among re- 
turning Vietnam veterans and on the 
spread of hard drug taking from the 
ghettos to the middle class suburbs. 
But actually neither of these develop- 
ments contributed to more than a small 
fraction of the total number of addicts; 
in Washington D.C. at least. 


More than half the addicts treated by 


NTA were born between 1945 and 1954, 
the years of the post World War II baby 
boom The birth years for heroin users 
peaked sharply in 1952. Statistics show 
that 20 per cent of those born in Wash- 
ington's ghetto areas that year became 
addicts and were cared for by NTA 
This proved to be more than 50 times 
greater than the number of addicts 
born m those areas 10 years before or 
only a few years after 1952. 


An encouraging fact is the news that 


similar, if less steep, turndowns are 
being noted in other American cities, 
sparking hope that a cultural immunity 
to the dread drug may be developing

Jurtis Gehling, who has seen voca- 
nal schools rise from the ranks of to- 
nism within the educational system 
a statewide network, retired this 
tnmer as director of field services of 
i' Fox Valley Technical Institute. 
Gehling, who has beerf with the sys- 
m for more than two decades, admits 
at the growth has been vast and the 
anges great, "but we must beware 
1 don't sit on our laurels and forget 
e needs society has." 
During an interview, he left a few 
nlosophies, a few ideas, some 
oughts of the future as part of his le- 
icy to the system he's served so long. 
"I have always believed that there 
lould be 'a workers college,' a place 
here a human being can get market- 
?le skills, where he isn't forced to 
impete with liberal arts people," Geh- 
ng said. 
;He not only believes in it, he helped 
lange the system into that. 
.His interest in the system began 
hen he was looking for a school to

"And 1 t h i n k it is up to the vocational

According to a press release distrib-

nest first criticized Congress for its 
lembers' unwillingness "to take defi- 
ite stands on substantive issues and 
leir inclination to hide behind pro- 
edural approaches." 


But he also recognized that Congress 
as found it "increasingly necessary" 


to give the President and independent 
agencies broad authority "because of 
the complexity of government in our 
modern society." 


Cornell called overseeing of the 


agencies to which it has delegated its 
authority "one of the most vital and 
important duties of Congress." 


He praised the War Powers Act, 


which Congress adopted last year to re- 
strict presidential ability to engage in 
war without congressional approval, 
and the Congressional Budget Reform 
Act, under which Congress hopes to 
take a more orderly and bettor in- 
formed approach to federal budget ac- 
tions. 


Cornell also "cautioned against such 


reaction to the abuses of the Nixon Ad- 
ministration that the power of the Pres- 
ident might be seriously crippled." He 
said the President must remain "able 
to coordinate effectively" government 
activities "and to act quickly and re- 
solutely in national emergencies." 


"I feel the high schools should take it 


upon themselves to provide better ter- 
minal training programs so that every- 
one can have a marketable skill before 
graduating. I am not just saying that 
because I have been in the other sys- 
tem, but because it is the high school 
that has all the students' records and 
knows his or her needs and abilities. 


"If after they finish high school they 


want to come to FVTI for additional 
courses, all well and good. But we 
should not have to start from scratch 
here," Gehling stated. 


This would mean, he added, that the 


vocational schools will have to put in 
more short-term vocational courses, es- 
pecially in outlying areas where it is 
difficult for- the high schools to offer 
technical programs. 


One of Gehling's major headaches 


through the years has been funding for 
vocational schools. 


"This society keeps on putting the 


vast amount of state and federal money 
into liberal arts schools, which have 
only a small per cent of the population 
(about 15 or 20). What about the other 
80 per cent? Where are they supposed 
to get an education?" he asked. 


He also pointed out that the state 


funds full-time students at a rate of 55 
per cent of their major fees, while the 
part-time students get only half that. 


"That's obsolete thinking," Gehling 


said. Many of the students who come in 
the evening are trying to upgrade 
themselves and can't do it any other 
time." 


He next tackled the local district 


budget. 


"Our population is growing, yet our 


mill rate is decreasing. We will come to 
a point where we won't be able to oper- 
ate fully and the first programs — con- 
sciously or unconciously — to go are 
the part-time programs. And the ter- 
rible part is that these are the least vo- 
cal people of all, so they may never be 
heard in their protests," Gehling said. 


"They aren't going to buck the school 


and demand courses but as a result, 
they may not get the training they 
need, and many may end up on the wel- 
fare rolls," he added. 


This kind of thinking is not some- 


thing he made up, he stated, pointing 
to the 6 per cent unemployment rate in 
the district. 


"Perhaps we should have a law 


that those who are unemployed be- 
cause they don't have employable skills 
should go to school to get them, if at all 
possible," 
the former 
FVTI 
official 


said. 


There are those who feel that this dis- 


trict, so often called the wealthy and 
educated disn ict. has few needs. Not 
true, Gehling felt. 


"In our district a few years back we 


said there were few who did not have at 
least an eighth grade education. If 
we did, they said, these people were 65 
or older, past the working years, 
uninterested in learning to read and 
write at that level. And we all went 
along with it. 


"But the 1970 census showed we had 


17.000 who did not have an eighth grade 
education, and many of them were in 
their 20s and 30s. What's more, another 
53,000 don't have a high school educa- 
tion. Quite a difference from what ev- 
eryone said. They should be served. 
They should be found by beating the 
bushes so they can lead" a full life," 
Gehling stated. 


As a final point, the educator warned 


of the fact that the increase of popu- 
lation growth would cease, "and we 
can't be caught with our buildings up 
and no one in them," he said. 


"Instead of continually adding new 


full-time programs, we will have to of- 
fer more short-term upgrading pro- 
grams. More and more people will de- 
mand more and more varied courses 
because eventually this vast number of 
people will be on the job. 


"We'll have to do it, or we will return 


to where we were when I first started 
— in a role which didn't serve the 
needs of the society."
